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Soyuz returns to earth safel y 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Th e Soy uz cosmonauts, 
partners in h istory ’s first inter­ 
national space mission, blazed 
safely back to earth today , 
parach uting th eir capsule to a 
dusty landing on a flat, feature­ 
less wh eat field in th eir h ome­ 
land. 
Th ree h ours 
after 
Alex ei 
Leonov and Valeri Kubasov 
rode th eir bell-sh aped space­ 
sh ip to a landing, th ey arrived 
in a propellor-drivcn plane at 
th e cosmodrome wh ere th ey 
h ad been launch ed, 
“We feel fine,” Kubasov told 
a 
welcoming crowd. 
Soy uz 
Commander Leonov said, “It is 
very fortunate to be sent into 
space, but it’s more fortunate 
to return h ome, to earth .” 
Both were th en wh isked off in 
a bus to th e cosmonaut h otel 
for medical tests. Th ey were 
reported h ealth y but tired. 
Th e landing, at 6:51 a.m. 
EDT, was televised around th e 


globe, a first for a Soviet m is­ 
sion. 
Th ey left th e Apollo astro­ 
nauts beh ind in space for th ree 
more day s of ex ploration. 
For th e tirst time, th e world 
h ad a televised look at th e 
landing of a Soviet spacecraft. 
TV cam eras mounted in h eli­ 
copters picked up th e Soy uz as 
it descended from th e skies to­ 
ward th e plain in south central 
Russia, about 300 miles east of 
th e 
Baikonur 
Cosmodrome, 
wh ere th ey were launch ed last 
Tuesday . 
* 
About eigh t feet above th e 
surface, small braking rw kets 
fired downward to cush ion th e 
landing, stirring up a great 
quantity of dust. 
With in 30 seconds a h elicop­ 
ter h ad landed beside th e bell­ 
sh aped Soy uz and a team of 
rescue workers walked across 
th e plain towards th e capsule. 
With in one minute, th ey h ad 
begun to remove th e h atch . 


Just two minutes after th e 
landing, Leonov and Kubasov 
stepped from th e spacesh ip in 
th eir wh ite spacesuits and both 
gave bearh ugs to th e rescue 
workers and waved at cam ­ 
eramen. 
Doctors at th e scene repiorted 
both were in “very good condi­ 
tion,” 
Mission Control reported th ey 
landed just 6.2 miles from th e 
intended landing point. 
Ten minutes after landing th e 
cosmonauts were taken to a 
h elicopter for transport to a, 
nearby medical facility . 
Th e astronauts, Th omas P. 
Stafford, Vance D. Brand and 
Donald K. 
Slay ton, 
are 
to. 
spash down in th e Pacific on 
Th ursday . 
Th e astronauts were still 
asleep at th e time of th e Soy uz 
landing, with th eir spacesh ip 
drifting along 135 miles above 
th e Pacific south of Japan. 
A sh ort time later Houston 


mission control wakened th em 
with th e word of th e successful 
Sovuz landing. 
“Very , very good, give th em 
my best. Glad every th ing went 
good,” 
Commander 
Stafford 
said. 
Stafford. Brand and Slay ton 
will remain aloft until Th urs­ 
day to conduct earth observa­ 
tion, solar astronomy and oth er 
scientific ex periments. 
Th e Americans are able to 
stay up longer because of th e 
greater fuel and life support ca­ 
pacity of th eir spacesh ip. 
Apollo and Soy uz separated 
Saturday after two day s of tan­ 
dem fligh t th at raised detente 
to a new plateau, tested a com­ 
mon docking device th at migh t 
be used in space rescue mis­ 
sions and perh aps opened an 
era in wh ich th e world’s two 
most powerful nations will co­ 
operate to probe space out to 
th e planets. 
Leonov and Kubasov were 


anx ious to come h ome as th ey 
neared th e end of th eir journey . 
“Wh en y ou travel around th e 
earth y ou finally come h ome, 
y ou finally really realize h ow 
good it is,” Soy uz commander 
l„eonov said Sunday . 
Apollo and Soy uz drifted far­ 
th er and farth er apart and on 
Sunday passed out of radio 
range. 
“We lost th em. We don’t h ear 
from th em any more,” Soy uz re­ 
ported. 
But th e cosmonauts did speak 
by radio with oth er space trav­ 
elers. Th ey talked about two 
minutes with th e crew of th e 
Saly ut 4 space station, Py otr 
Klimuk 
and 
Vitaly 
Sev- 
asty anov, wh o wish ed th em a 
“soft landing.” 
Klimuk 
and 
Sevasty anov, 
wh o h ave been in space since 
May 26, are ex pected to return 
to earth later in th e week. 
Aboard 
Apollo, 
Stafford, 
Brand and Slay ton 
concen- 


trated on a h eavy sch edule of 
ex periments. 


“Today seems more like a 
normal workday th an th e oth er 
five,” commander Stafford said 
Sunday , referring to th e time 
leading up to and including th e 
joint mission with th e Soviets. 


Among ground targets for 
Apollo’s earth resources survey 
cameras 
were

desert, ice floes in Antarctica, 
ocean currents off th e coast of 
South 
America, 
th e 
Alpine 
peaks of Europe and th e salt 
flats of Australia. 


Th e astronauts also aimed in­ 
struments deep into space to 
probe faint pinpoints of invis­ 
ible ligh t millions of miles from 
earth . 
A h igh tem perature furnace 
was fired up on board Apollo 
and th e crew melted samples of 
metal to test th e effects of cast­ 
ing in th e absence of gravity .

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
new labor agreement for th e 
nation’s postal workers is ex ­ 
pected to contribute to an in­ 
crease in th e cost of mailing a 
letter before th e end of th e 
y ear. 
Th e new contract, tentatively 
agreed to early today , averted 
th e possibility of a strike by th e 
nation’s 600,000 postal workers. 
Details of th e settlement were 
not announced but th e postal 
unions won one major victory , 
retention of a no-lay off clause. 
“Th e wages wh ich we pay 
postal workers is one element 
of our costs. Th ey ’re going to 
go up,” Postm aster General 
Benjamin F. Bailar said at a 
news conference at wh ich th e 
settlem ent was announced. La­ 
bor-related costs are 85 per 
cent of th e Postal Service’s 
costs. 
Bailar also said th at th e Post­ 
al Service ex pects to lose $800 
million dollars in th e fiscal 
y ear th at began July 1. He said 
th e Postal Service needs h igh er 
rates to start breaking even. 
“I’m certain th ere will be 
(postal rate) increases before 
th e end of th e y ear,” Bailar 
said. Th e largest possible in­ 
crease would be to 13 cents per 


first-class letter. 
Th e Postal Service in 19 73 
asked th e independent Postal 
Rate Commission 
to 
m ake 
present postal rates permanent. 
Th e commission is ex pected to 
approve a sch edule of per­ 
manent postal rates with in a 
few month s, and th e Postal 
Service th en can raise th e rates 
by instituting new temporary 
rates. 
Th e average postal clerk, 
postman or pick-up truck driv­ 
er now makes about $13,5(^a- 
y ear at top scale, plus fringe 
benefits. 
(Tiief federal mediator W. J. 
Usery Jr. called th e labor set­ 
tlement “a victory for collec­ 
tive bargaining, a victory for 
th e postal unions and a victory 
for th e Postal Service.” 
Usery said ratification by all 
of th e four postal unions would 
take “upwards of 30 day s.” 
“We still h ave a lot of work 
to do. We h ave a lot of lan­ 
guage to clean up. But an 
agreement h as been reach ed 
and we h ave h ad a h andsh ake 
on it,” Usery said. 
Th e negotiations continued 
more th an two h ours past th e 
ex piration at midnigh t Sunday 
of th e old two-y ear contract. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — P res­ 
ident Ford will add anoth er lay ­ 
er to th e Wh ite House-Congress 
stalem ate over energy policy 
wh en h e vetoes a bill rolling 
back th e price of new U.S. oil 
to $11.30 a barrel. 
In addition to clamping a 
ceiling on new oil prices, wh ich 
currently stand on th e world 
market at about $13 a barrel, 
th e bill would leave th e price of 
old oil — oil produced from 
wells in ex istCTice prior to 19 72 
— at $5.25 a barrel. Ford is ex ­ 
pected to issue th e veto today . 
After th e veto, th e nex t round 
will come Tuesday in th e pro­ 
tracted and ciMnplex battle be­ 
tween th e Ford administration 
and Congress over energy pol­ 
icy . Th at’s wh en th e House is 
ex pected to reject Ford’s pro­ 
posal to raise th e average price 
of all U.S. oil from about $9 a 
barrel to $13.50 a barrel over 
th e nex t 30 month s. 
Republican 
congressional 


leaders cam e from a breakfast 
meeting with Ford today ex ­ 
pressing h ope a compromise 
decontrol bill can be passed be­ 
fore Congress recuses in Au­ 
gust. 
Sen. Paul J. Fannin, R-Ariz., 
said Ford indicated a “great 
desire” to work out a satisfac­ 
tory bill before die recess. F an­ 
nin said members of C ongr^s 
are 
getting 
pressure 
from 
people back h ome to do some­ 
th ing about th e energy situation 
and th at h e felt th e Senate Fi­ 
nance Committe h ad “a ch ance 
to bring out a good compromise 
bill th at would be satisfactory 
to th e President.” 
House Minority Leader Joh n 
Rh odes, R-Ariz., said h e h oped 
“forces will fc« brough t to 
bear” for a compromise and 
said h e felt House members are 
recognizing th at an energy 
stalem ate “is not wh at people 
want.” 
Wh ite House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen later told reporters 
wh o h ad talked with th e GOP 
leaders th at Ford contemplates 
no major ch ange in h is own de­ 
control plan. Nessen said Ford 
sees h is decontrol plan as a 
resonable compromise. 


Ford sent h is $13.50 plan to 
Congress last week, but it can­ 
not go into effect if eith er th e 
House or th e Senate votes 
against it. 
Th at Ford program reflects 
th e administration’s emph asis 
on h igh er prices as a means of 
cutting gasoline consumption. 
Many congressional Democrats, 
on th e oth er h and, prefer m an­ 
datory conservation measures. 


Aside from th ese basic ph ilo­ 
soph ical differences, th e stale­ 
m ate takes on more urgency 
because th e $5.25 price ceiling 
on old oil ex pires Aug. 31, and 
Congress is set to take a month 
vacation beginning Aug. 1.

Th irteen present or former ex ­ 
ecutives of Bunge Corp. of New 
York, one of th e world’s largest 
grain firms, were indicted by a 
federal grand jury today , ac- 
ci^ed of sy stematic ch eating on 
sh ipments for 12 y ears. 
It was th e latest development 
in a federal probe of a grain 
ex port scandal alleged to in­ 
volve millions of dollars in 
sh ort weigh ting or misgrading 
of grain sh ipped to foreign cus­ 
tomers. 
Th e 13 named in th e in­ 
dictment were led by Wilton F. 
Mulloy of Kansas City , Mo., 
vice president and h ead of th e 
company ’s Kansas Citv office, 


and Clay ton Eugene Wilcox of 
Hinsdale, 111., assistant vice 
president and regional m an­ 
ager. 
Oth ers named were on lower 
ex ecutive levels. 
Th ey were accused of con­ 
spiring from August 1961 to 
June 19 73 in sy stematic th efts 
of ex port grain in foreign com­ 
merce by sh ort weigh ting sh ips 
taking on cargo at grain eleva­ 
tors in Destreh an, La., and Gal­ 
veston, Tex . 
False

certificates 
would be is s u^ to cover up th e 
th efts, with th e sh ort weigh ting 
accomplish ed by manuplating 
th e elevator scales, th e in­ 
dictment said.

Tbe private ey e, wh o works 
out of a small office in Seattle, 
decided eigh t y ears ago th at 
th e good people of McCleary 
sh ould be making th eir fabled 
annual stew out of protein oth er 
th an bear. 
“Th eir reactions were some­ 
wh at surprising,” said Olson. 
“And not a little frigh tening. I 
was even kicked by th e Boy 
Scouts. It is very discouraging 
to be kicked by a Boy Scout. 
“I was attacked by a drunken 
logger. 
Fortunately 
I 
was 
quicker th an h e was, o r h e h ad 


h ad more beer th an h e sh ould 
h ave, because I was able to 
avoid h is h ay m akers.” 
How did a h ard-boiled private 
detective become involved in a 
cause against soft-boiled bears? 
“It all seemed so unneces­ 
sary ,” said Olson. “Th ey really 
h ad a lovely civic festival going 
th ere. Wh y did th ey h ave to go 
out and sh oot all th ose animals 
— some y ears as many as 20? 
Th ey us ^ to award troph ies 
for wh o sh ot wh at. 
“ Wh at was worse, th ey would 
drag th e animals th rough th e 
streets 
... 
some 
old 
bear 
bleeding away . It was rath er a 
sorry spectacle.” 
But th e general ch airman of 
th e Bear Festival, Jerry Elof- 
son, said dead bears are no 
longer paraded th rough th e 
city ’s streets. 
Elofson said th e bears come 
from a variety of sources 
some are killed by state game 
officers as animal control; oth ­ 
ers are sh ot by h unters h ired 
by th e timber companies 
to 
prevent th e bears from eating 
up tender y oung evergreens 
and still oth ers are sh ot by pri­ 


vate citizens. 
Elofson said th e recipe for 
enough stew to feed th e th ou­ 
sands of visitors includes 500 
pounds of bear meat, 40 pounds 
of beef to moderate th e flavor 
of th e stew, 1,200 pounds of 
vegetables -- carrots, potatoes 
and onions — and a 50-gallon 
spice pot.

mains the mo st pro ductiv e o f any 
sy stem ev er dev ised. Stay with 
the free enterprise if y o u desire 
go o d fo o d, nice ho mes, well tai­ 
lo red clo thes, ex cellent telepho ne 
sy stems and public utilities o f gas 
and electricity fo r lighting, co o l­ 
ing and heating. 
The teachers in higher educa­ 
tio n are info rming the students 
that large manufacturing co mpa­ 
nies make abo ut 5 0 per cent pro f­ 
it, that business sho uld do mo re 
fo r welfare.

Wh y Ford snubbed 
Solzhenitsyn

If there’s o ne thing that sends So ­ 
v iet leaders into o rbit faster than a 
So y uz spacecraft co uld, it’s the mere 
mentio n o f the name o f Aleksandr 
So lzhenitsy n. 
And apparently so me o f Presi­ 
dent Fo rd’s fo reign po licy adv isers 
are so nerv o us abo ut bruising the 
sensibilities o f the So v iets that they 
hav e persuaded him no t to meet the 
man who is co nsidered by many to 
be the wo rld’s greatest liv ing writer 
and its mo st pro fo und spo kesman 
fo r human freedo m and mo rality . 
There are two iro nies in this. 
First, that the White Ho use refus­ 
al to see So lzhenitsy n came during 
the v ery week the United States was 
celebrating its independence as the 
hav en o f human liberty . And, sec­ 
o nd, that the So v iets—despite their 
sweet talk to us abo ut detente—car­ 
ry o n elsewhere a co nstant barrage 
o f speeches and articles v ilify ing 
the United States and its Western al- 
.lies. Presumably , in the “ spirit o f 
detente,’’ we are ex pected to ip io re 
the wo rldwide anti-U.S. campaign. 
So lzhenitsy n was in Washingto n 


the week o f J uly 4 fo r his first public 
appearance befo re an American au­ 
dience. Geo rge Meany and the AFL- 
CIO spo nso red the ev ent, and So l­ 
zhenitsy n held spellbo und an au­ 
dience o f 2,5 00, including many dig­ 
nitaries. 
He was frankly critical o f West­ 
ern po licy to ward the So v iet Unio n. 
He described detente as a 
“ senseless pro cess o f endless co n-- 
cessio ns to aggresso rs’’ which can' 
o nly get wo rse unless we deicde to - 
beco me v isibly firm in o ur dealings 5 
with the So v iets. 
No do ubt this kind o f talk is un­ 
settling to Secretary Henry Kissin­ 
ger and his diplo matists, but So lzhe­ 
nitzy n’s credentials are hard to 
deny . He is a Russian who lo v es his 
co untry , but no t its go v ernment. He 
understand^, certainly better than 
mo st Americans, the Russian psy ­ 
che and So v iet behav io r patterns. 
White Ho use representativ es 
were co nspicuo usly absent fro m the 
dinner. Press Secretary Ro n Nessen 
gav e o ut a successio n o f reaso ns why 
there wo uldn’t be a meeting between 
So lzhenitsy n 
and 
the 
President. 
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First, the President co uldn’t attend 
the dinner because he was scheduled 
to be at a party fo r his daughter. 
Then, it seems, there wo uldn’t be 
a subsequent meeting because So l­ 
zhenitsy n hadn’t 
requested 
o ne. 
Nex t, Nessen said, the President 
do esn’t o rdinarily meet with priv ate 
fo reign perso nages (he met that 
v ery week with Brazilian so ccers star 
Pele.). 
Then, “ Fo r image reaso ns, the 
President do es like to hav e so me 
substance in his meetings. It is no t 
clear what he wo uld gain in a meet­ 
ing with So lzhenitsy n.’’ Fo r “ sub­ 
stance,” the President has met re­ 
cently with the Strawberry Queen o f 
West Virginia and the Maid o f Co t­ 
to n. 
Finally , the real reaso n fo r the 
snub surfaced: a v isit with So lzhe­ 
nitsy n wo uld v io late the “ spirit o f 
detente.” 
Frequently , the West German 
go v ernment uses the phrase “ de­ 
tente witho ut illusio ns.” The phrase 
suggests that detente o ffers bo th 
ho pe and danger. Apparently , o ur 
go v ernment hasn’t learned it y et. 
If past So v iet behav io r is any ex ­ 
ample, they might ev en hav e re­ 
spo nded —indirectly —in a po sitiv e 
manner to a Fo rd-So lzhenitsy n 
meeting. They might hav e respo nd­ 
ed with so m e signal—ho wev er 
slight—o f relax atio n o f so me o f the 
mo re v isible signs o f repressio n. 
(Remember ho w they stepped up ap­ 
pro v als o f emigratio n o f Russian 
J ews fro m the So v iet Unio n abo ut 
the time the trade bill was being de­ 
bated? ) 
On the o ther hand, the So v iets 
might hav e flo wn into a rage, as the 
President’s adv isers feared, and 
ev en cancelled the latest grain deal. 
One thing is fo r certain, tho ugh. 
They wo uldn’t hav e stalked o ut o f 
the Strategic Arms Limitatio n 
(SALT)

talks.

He thinks the peo ple in India 
alway s knew that Nehru was co m­ 
mitted to demo cracy but they 
can’t be sure o f Mrs. Gandhi’s 
co mmitment to demo cratic prin­ 
ciples. He added that this uncer­ 
tainty has been strengthened by 
an ero sio n o f the Indian elite’s 
faith in demo cracy in the past few 
y ears, 
Nicho lso n returned fro m a six - 
week stay in India o n J une 25 , the 
day Mrs. Gandhi started putting 
her o ppo sitio n leaders in jail. 
He say s the jailings and the 


declaratio n o f a state o f natio nal 
em ergency are respo nses to 
threats to her po wer fro m co nser­ 
v ativ es in her party . 
Mrs. Gandhi will hav e to regi­ 
ment and discipline her party 
alo ng the lines o f her Chinese ad­ 
v ersaries befo re India’s pro blems 
can be tackled, say s Nicho lso n. 
But he isn’t sure that ev en that 
wo uld giv e Mrs Gandhi the po w­ 
er she needs to mo v e India fo r­ 
ward. 


Nicho lso n say s the press has 
o v erestimated the ro le o f the o p­ 
po sitio n parties in pro v o king Mrs. 
Gandhi's actio ns. 
He also do esn’t ho ld much 
sto ck in the analo gy so me hav e 
made between her situatio n and 
that o f fo rmer U.S President 
Richard Nix o n befo re his resigna­ 
tio n.

Oppo sitio n leaders want her 
remo v ed, ho wev er, say s Nicho l­ 
so n, because they believ e the in­ 
fractio n is just the tip o f the ice- 
bc*rg. 
“ They can’t get her o n the rest 
o f the iceberg,’’ he say s. 
Nicho lso n say s Mrs. Gandhi 
will hav e to take three critical ac­ 
tio ns in the nex t sev eral mo nths, 
actio ns that co uld hav e an impo r­ 
tant impact o n the future o f In 
dian demo cracy . 
He say s she may try to o ust ihc

Ad vertisin g : an tid o te to r 
high prescription prices?

The Federal Trade Co mmissio n’s 
pro po sal to permit pharmacists to 
adv ertise the retail prices o f pre­ 
scriptio n medicines, ev en as they 
no w do the o v er-the-co unter v ariety , 
has drawn fire fro m the Natio nal As­ 
so ciatio n o f Retail Druggists. 
The FTC is unwittingly pav ing 
the way fo r misleading prescriptio n 
drug adv ertising, charges asso cia­ 
tio n president E. Bo y d Garrett. 
Differences in prescriptio n drug 
prices mo re o ften than no t co rre­ 
spo nd to a genuine difference in the 
v alue o f what the co nsumer re­ 
ceiv es, he say s. Fo r ex ample, so - 
called co m petitiv e prescriptio n 
pricing by the huge co rpo rate chains 
and disco unters is based upo n v ir­ 
tually auto matic dispensing o f drugs 
by a hard-pressed pharmacist who is 
so busy meeting a prescriptio n quo ta 
that he may no t hav e time to meet 
the custo mer. 
On the o ther hand, prescriptio n 
prices charged by independent 
pharmacists include 
pro fessio nal 
serv ices such as co unselling the cus­ 
to mer o n the pro per use o f medica­ 
tio n, maintenance o f custo mers’ 
drug pro files wo rking with phy si­ 
cians to av o id adv erse drug interac­ 
tio ns, emergency after-ho urs ser- 


v ice and deliv ery to shut-ins. 
, 
“ The perso n who buy s a pre­ 
scriptio n drug pro duct is no t just a 
custo mer, but actually a patient who 
requires pharm aceutical health 
care serv ice,” say s Garrett. 
He makes a co unterpro po sal that 
the FTC require all prescriptio n 
price ads to carry a warning to co n­ 
sumers that bargain-price prescrip­ 
tio ns witho ut pro fessio nal serv ices 
“ may be hazardo us to their health.” 
Many Americans no do ubt co n­ 
sider their neighbo rho o d pharmacist 
to be the medical partner o f their 
perso nal phy sician. 
Others may 
wo nder where they can find such a 
pharmacist. Still o thers may co nsid­ 
er the dispensing o f medical adv ice 
to be the pro v ince o f the phy sician. 
But the central questio n here is 
that o f freedo m o f cho ice. 
The perso n who is willing to pay 
fo r “ pro fessio nal serv ices” and o th­ 
er co nv eniences alo ng with the pre­ 
scriptio n he buy s sho uld be permit­ 
ted to do so , and the druggist who de­ 
v o tes special attentio n to his cus­ 
to mers sho uld o f co urse be free to 
adv ertise that fact. 
But it wo uld also seem that the 
perso n who merely wants a pre­ 
scriptio n at 
the lo west po ssible 
price, witho ut any frills, sho uld be 


enabled to do co mpariso n sho pping 
in this field as he do es in any o ther. 
In any ev ent, the pharmaceutical 
industry has been hard-pressed to 
justify the ex tremely wide discrep­ 
ancies that hav e been fo und between 
the prices charged by independent 
and disco unt druggists fo r the v ery 
same drug—in so me cases as much 
as sev eral hundred per cent. Fo r 
tho se dependent upo n regular medi­ 
catio n, this co uld amo unt to a sizea­ 
ble difference in their budgets. The 
FTC estimates that co mpetitiv e pre­ 
scriptio n drug adv ertising co uld 
sav e co nsumers $130 millio n a y ear. 
Acco rding to Garrett, ho wev er, 
just as bad mo ney driv es o ut go o d, 
independent pharmacists will be o b­ 
liged by eco no mic facto rs to limite 
their serv ices, o r allo w the chain 
sto res to driv e them o ut o f business. 
The laws against adv ertising pre­ 
scriptio n drug prices no w in fo rce in 
33 states were enacted to pro tect 
co nsumers, no t to o ppress them, he 
say s, warning that “ the publicity at­ 
tendant upo n abo lishing these laws 
will lull American co nsumers into 
believ ing that they are pro tect^ 
against being o v ercharged, when in 
fact they will be under serv iced.” 
A great many Americans may be 
willing to take that risk.

P U R I, India (A P ) — Jugger­ 
naut was on the move. 
He rode a huge, towered 
chariot pulled by more than 400 
pilgrims 
straining 
on 
thick 
ropes. 
As they have each early mon­ 
soon season for more thian 800 
years, the Hindu faithful had 
swarmed to this sacred city on 
the shores of the Bay of Ben­ 
gal. 
Juggernaut and two attendant 
gods, all fashioned in wood and 
gaudily painted, were carried 
from an ancient temple in 
pomp and ceremony. 
Centuries ago devotees are 
said to have hurled themselves 
under the Puri chariot wheels 
as human sacrifices. 
Tliis time, well armed police 
clubs keep the pilgrim s at a 
safe distance. 
A deputy chief magistrate at 
Puri, watching this Hindu festi­ 
val that ranks as one of the 
four most sacred in India, 
turned to a newsman and said, 
“ You asked about what the 
common man feels about poli­ 
tics. It is not politics he feels, it 
is religion.’’ 
The dominance of the Hindu 
religi(Hi in India is a major rea­ 
son why there is little grass­ 
roots reaction one way or the 
other to Prim e M inister Indira 
Gandhi’s tough emergency rule. 
More than 80 per cent of the 
country is Hindu, and religion 
and ritual pervades their life 
more than most peoples. There 
is a popular Hindu saying that 
“ a week has seven days and 
eight religious festivals.’’ 
At Pu ri, the Juggernaut Fes­ 
tival has survived nearly a l,- 
000 years of w ar, occupatimi by 
foreign soldiers, competing reli­ 
gious faiths, and famine and 
other calam ities. 
There is serious famine in 
Orissa Province now, particu­ 
larly in the ncM-thwest where 
2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
Adibasis aboriginals are 
facing death. 
M rs. Gandhi’s recent emer­ 
gency laws curtailing many 
civil rights, have hit Orissa, a 
rural province of 21 million 
people, hard. Several score fol­ 
lowers of the People’s party, a 
right of center group, have re­ 
portedly been arrested, and its 
village organization is being 
closely watched. 
Whatever the problems in 
Orissa Province they didn’t 
seem to trouble the faithful who 
flocked to Puri the day Jugger­ 
naut came out of his temple. 
At dawn they bathed on the 
broad Bengal Bay beaches to 
purify themselves. 
Hundreds of thousands cram ­ 
med into the inner city around 
Juggernaut’s temple, and when 
priests struggled out with the 
heavy wooden image on their 
shoulders 
the 
pilgrim s 
screamed with joy. 
The handsome young raja of 
Puri, an engineering student at 
New Delhi, arrived in a silver 
palanquin lead by an elephant 
with a red rouged trunk. The 
crowd roared their approval as 
the raja ceremoniously swept 
the chariots with a 
golden 
boom to show that all men are 
equal in the eyes of God. 
Then the m we than 400 pil­ 
grims grasped at the ropes <rf 
Juggernaut’s chariot to pull it 
to another temple at the edge 
of town where tlw image would 
rest for a week before the re­ 
turn jcmrney.

Lightning strikes boaters, pic­ 
nickers, waterskiers, hikers, 
swimmers, ball players and 
golfers. Ask Lee Trevino. 
Statistically 
speaking, 
the 
odds against it happening to 
you are pretty good. Chances of 
attracting a bolt are one in 
1,350,000. But if you’d feel more 
comfortable with longer odds 
as the thunderstorm season 
booms in, here are some tips 
from 
the National Weather 
Service that should give you an 
edge when the sparks start fly­ 
ing: 
—Move indoors. 
—Windows, open doors, fire­ 


places, stoves, radiators, metal 
pipes, sinks, electrical appli­ 
ances—in short, anything elec­ 
tricity 
can 
pass 
through— 
should be given a wide berth. 
—Leave the laundry on the 
clothesline. 
Wet 
garments 
strung on wires between metal 
poles are likely lightening tar­ 
gets. 
—Put away such metal ob­ 
jects as golf clubs, fishing rods 
and cleated shoes. That bright­ 
ly colored golf umbrella in your 
bag may be good for keeping 
the rain off, but its metal point 
may prove a lightning rod. 
Something else Trevino can 
vouch for. 
—Don’t work on fences, tele­ 
phone lines or power lines. 
—If you’re in the water or a 
small boat, get out. 
—If you’re in a car, stay in. 
Autos are good, grounded pro­ 
tection.

Housi ng authori ty scandal 


CHICAGO (AP) —-A secu rity 
gu ard firm receiv ed more than 
$3 million in Chicago Hou sing 
Au thority contracts after in­ 
stalling a costly bu rglary alarm 
sy stem in the home of the CHA 
board chairman, the Chicago 
Su n-Times rep orts. 
In its Monday editions, the 
Su n-Times say s Charles Swibel, 
the CHA official, did not pay 
Wells Fargo Alarm Serv ices 
u ntil he learned the firm was 
being inv estigated by a federal 
grand ju ry for dealings with 
the CHA. 
The alarm sy stem cost $6 ,538 
and was installed in Swibiel’s 
home in 19 6 8, according to the 
stcn-y . Bu t Swibel did not pay 
the firm u ntil 1974, when the in­ 
v estigation was u nder way , the 
story say s. 
Since 19 6 8, the firm has re­ 
ceiv ed more than $3 million 
worth of CHA contracts for 
gu ard serv ices, die newsp ap er 
say s. 


The Su n-Times and the Better 
Gov ernment Association, a citi­ 
zen’s 
grou p, 
sp ent 
fou r 
months inv est^ating the C I^ , 
The newspaper now is ru nning 
a series of stories based on that 
probe. 
In Su nday ’s editions, the Su n- 
Times rep orts a p riv ate man­ 
agement company ru n by Swi­ 
bel receiv es annu al fees erf $79 ,- 
000 from a Chicago Continental 
Bank su bsidiary that handles 
lu crativ e CHA accou nts. 
The newspaper added that, in 
Swibel’s 12 y ears as CHA chair­ 
man, he has twice opposed ef­ 
forts to remov e interest-free 
CHA fu nds from Continental. 
That bank , say s the story , has 
rescu ed Swibel from financial 
p rc^lems in cwinectiwi with his 
. firm’s management <rf an ele­ 
gant downtown hou sing and 
shopping project. 
TI» p ap er say s Continental 
now holds CHA accou nts that 
bring in $145,000 annu ally .

Natural fertlllxers boosted

DEKALB— Jane Dav idson may be able to 
tell y ou why Johnny can’t read. 
She may ev en tell y ou why he can read. 
Dr. Dav idson and her gradu ate stu dents at 
Northern Illinois Univ ersity diagnose abou t 
350 children for reading disabilities each y ear 
on req u est from p arents and teachers. 


The serv ice is av ailable free from Dav id­ 
son and her stu dents at the NIU Reading Clin­ 
ic, althou gh there’s now a two-to-fou r-month 
waiting list. 
Dav idson say s abou t one-third of the chil­ 
dren her stu dents see don’t hav e reading disa- 
bilities. 
In some cases the child hasn’t been read­ 
ing well becau se of a sight or hearing defect. 
A larger nu mber of children come to her of­ 
fice becau se some teachers hav en’t matched 
the right tex tbook with the right child, Dav id­ 
son say s. 
She say s a child may lose interest in read­ 
ing becau se his teachers gav e him a tex tbook 
that wasn’t challenging. She also can cite ex ­ 
amp les wher<5 a child was r^u ired to read a 
book that was too challenging. 
Children from all p arental income and in­ 
telligence lev els are brou ght to the Reading 
Clinic, inclu ding some who are sons and 


dau ghters of NIU facu lty members. 
1 
A diagnosis by one of Dav idson’s stu dents 
u su ally consu mes a fu ll afternoon. 
The child is su bjected to a battery of read­ 
ing tests du ring the diagnosis, according to 
Dav idson. 
"We mak e su re the first thing a child sees 
when he comes into this office is a p late fu ll of 
dou ghnu ts,’’ she say s. 
The second thing a child is lik ely to see is a 
clinic that doesn’t look lik e a clinic. The cu bi­ 
cles where the child and the stu dent meet 
were painted by stu dents from the NIU art 
dep artment. 
Dav ison calls her fav orite cu bicle “the 
clou d room.’’ 
She say s the tests giv e the gradu ate stu ­ 
dent a good p ictu re of how the child is p er­ 
forming. 
The stu dent sends a rep ort on the child to 
his school abou t two week s after the tests. Da­ 
v idson say s the rep orts which contain recom­ 
mendations on how to improv e the child’s 
reading ability hav e been well receiv ed by 
school administrators and teachers. 
Dav idson’s stu dents also teach poor read­ 
ers how to improv e Uieir sk ills. The waiting 
list for that serv ice is ev en longer than the

The incident began when the 
detectiv es, Thomas Mu ny on, 35, 
and Josep h S(rfom(Xi, 36 , tried 
to arrest Thomas Walk er, 19, 
Su nday in c(x inecti(m with a 
series of neighborhood rob­ 
beries. 
“You ’re not tak ing me <Mit of 
here,’’ Walk er rep ortedly tdd 
the detectiv es when they forcib­ 
ly tried to remov e him. 
'Diree of Walk er’s relativ es 
then began assau lting the in­ 
v estigators with v ases, flower 
pots, teeth and nails, police 
said. 
Two more detectiv es and six 
p atrolmen came to the scene, 
bu t met the same resistance 
before Walk er and his relativ es 
finally were su bdu ed and ar­ 
rested. 
S(rfomon su stained the worst 
inju ry when his left arm was 
fractu red from a be a ti^ with a 
cane. Another detectiv e, Ben

to close a gash ov er his left ey e 
opened by an ircm cmnb.

Federal audi tors In Chi cago 
Thanks 


CHICAGO (AP) — A 30-man 
team of federal au ditors was 
schedu led to arriv e in Chicago 
today to begin an inv estigation 
of possible criminal frau d by 
mortgage companies handling 
federally insu red loans. 
The probe was ordered by 
Carla Hills, secretary of the 
U S. Dep artment of Hou sing 
and Urban Dev elopment, after 
recent charges of irregu larities 
connected with Federal Hou s­ 
ing Administration loans. 


The charges of loan misu se 
and q u ick foreclosu re were 
aired last week in Chicago at 
hearings of the Senate Bank ing 
Committee chaired by Sen. Ad- 
lai Stev enson. D-Ill. 


Officials say the au ditors are 
ex p ected -to concentrate on 
companies which hav e alleged­ 
ly u ^ phony financial back ­ 
grou nd records to obtain FHA 
ap p rov al of risk y loan ap p li­ 
cants.

The gov ernor wrote the let­ 
ters following repOTts that the 
Office of E ^cation staff in­ 
tends to ov erp ay school dis­ 
tricts bey ond the l^ a l ap p ro­ 
priation of school aid, u ntil the 
fu nds ru n ou t. 
In the letter to Witk owsk i, 
Gov . Walk er pointed ou t that 
“The Illinois Office of Edu ca­ 
tion has no au thority to deter­ 
mine approv ed ap p ropriations 
or to ov erspend.” 
Gov . Walk er continu ed: 
“Therefore, to conform to the 
statu tes, p ay ments for fiscal 
y ear 1976 mu st be l-12th (or 1- 
6 th in Ju ne) of the amou nt ap ­ 
propriated by Hou se Bill 29 71, 
which is $1,173,000,000. One 
twelfth of that amou nt is $140,- 
760,000. At no time shou ld p ay ­ 
ments be based u pon a figu re 
higher than the amou nt of the 
approv ed ap p rop riation. Pay ­ 
ments based on a higher 
amou nt wou ld be illegal. 
“Req u iring the prop ortionate 
redu ction is a sou nd fiscal con­ 
straint intended to assu re that 
school districts adju st their 
spending to av ailable resou rces 
ov er the cou rse of an entire 
y ear. 1 am trou bled to learn 
that, rather than pay ing ou t on 
the basis of the approv ed ap ­ 
p ropriation amotmt, the Illinois 
Office of Edu cation staff in­ 
tends to pay ou t distribu tiv e aid 
claims according to the amou nt 
of the ap p rop riation p a ss^ by 
the General Assembly u ntil the 
ap p rov ed 
ap p rop riation 
amou nt is ex hau sted. This 
wou ld be illegal. The Illinois Of­ 
fice of Edu cation has no au thor­ 
ity to determine ap p rov ed ap ­ 
prop riations or to ov erspend. 
“By its intended cou rse of ac- 
ticm, the Illinois Office of Edu ­ 
cation wou ld u ndou btedly leav e 
school districts su ddenly with­ 
ou t money before the and of the 
y ear and then, the Illinois Of­ 
fice of Edu cation wou ld be forc­ 
ing school closings. This resu lt 
is av oidable, and the law re­ 
q u ires that it be av oided. The 
Illinois Office of Edu cation can 
'and mu st av oid it.” 
In the letters to Lindberg and 
Dix on, Gov . Walk er said: 
“ , . . the law req u ires that 
transfers from the General 
Rev enu e Fu nd to the Common 
School Fu nd and pay ments ou t 
of the Common School Fu nd be 
made in su ch a mannaer that 1- 
12th of the approv ed ap p rop ria­ 
tion amou nt be transferred and 
paid in each of the months Au ­ 
gu st throu gh May and l-6 th be 
transferred and paid in Ju ne. 
That means that each pay ment 
mu st be redu ced p rop ortionate­ 
ly below the amou nt passed by 
the General Assembly .
